sists of a main course and dessert. 

This can really be an advantage be¬ 
cause it gives plenty of scope for 
using the imagination in planning 
suppers. 

One way variety can be brought in¬ 
to supper meals Is to set aside a night 
each week, say Thursday, for a supper 
of new' dishes. A good cookbook or 
two will be especially helpful for in¬ 
spiration and many practical suggest¬ 
ions and recipes are given in the 
newspapers and magazines as well as 
over the radio and on television. A 
file can be started and the recipes 
which have been tried ami were liked 
by the family can be placed In a spe¬ 
cial section headed “Family Fav¬ 
ourites’’. 

Another plan which helps vary sup¬ 
per meals is to select ten or more of 
the family’s favourite supper dishes 
which are all different and then use 
these one after another. For example, 
they might be baked sausages with 
scalloped potatoes, creamed ham and 
peas on toast, a hearty meat and 
vegetable soup, or a cream of potatoe 
and onion soup, a hot meat or cheese 
sandwich which might be grilled, 
baked, broiled or served with sauce 
or gravy, hot dogs or hamburgers, an 
omelette or souffle served with a sal¬ 
ad, a baked casserole dish such us 
macaroni and cheese or diced ham 
and potato, golden pancakes or waf¬ 
fles served with bacon or sausages 
and last but not least stuffed baked 
potatoes.
